I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  on  the  vital 
statistics  and  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year

The  Ministry  of  Health  requested  that  this  Report 
should  be  confined  to  essential  and  urgent  matters  which 
affected  the  public  health  during  the  year,  together  with 
the  annual  statistical  tables.  At  the  end  of  the  War  it 
will  then  be  possible  to  deal  more  fully  with  the  war 
period. 

There  were  no  special  matters  early  in  the  year  which 
require  comment.  There  was  a  general  exodus  from  the  town 
in  September  which  brought  the  holiday  season  to  a  close. 
After  that  time  the  Staff  had  to  devote  most  of  their  time 
to  Civil  Defence  work  and  your  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and 
also  the  School  Clinic  at  King  Ethelbert  School  were  adapted 
for  use  as  First  Aid  Posts.  In  spite  of  this  the  work  of 
the  Infant  Welfare  and  Maternity  Departments  was  carried  on 
without  hindrance  until  early  in  1940, 

I  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
their  unfailing  interest  and  enorgy  in  the  work,  and  also 
my  fellow  Officials  for  their  co-operation. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  accorded  me  during  the 
year,

there  ' are  11  farms  within  the  district,  6  of  these  produce 
Accredited  Milk,  2  oroduce  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  1  farm 
has  a  bottling  licence  for  Accredited  Milk.  There  are  only  3 
farms  which  do  not  produce  Designated  Milk. 

During  the  year  55  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  for 
chemical  analysis  and  5  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

A  considerable  amount  of  the  milk  supply  is  obtained  from 
outside  the  district,  and  during  the  summer  months  the  supply 
is  augmented  by  accommodation  milk  from  wholesale  dairies.

ICE  CREAM. 

The  Ice  Cream  premises  were  kept  under  observation  and 
most  shops  now  obtain  their  supplies  from  wholesale  firms  where 
the  commodity  is  produced  under  more  hygienic  conditions.  It 
Is  satisfactory  to  note  the  almost  entire  elimination  of  the 
old  practice  of  preparing  ice  cream  In  back  yards  of  small  shops. 

Six  samples  of  Ice  cream  were  obtained  for  bacteriological 
examination,  four  of  which  wore  unsatisfactory.
